As 
Johnson had been sentenced on the two 
counts jointly by Judge Carpenter, the 
court ordered 4 re-sentence on the one 
charge.

Commuted Sentence, Cut, 
- Brings Legal Tangle. 


George W. Barnes, who shot and 
killed his mothern-in-law, Mrs. Mary 
Servoss, in the Wychmere, in 1910, and 
was geritenced to fourteen years in the 


Joliet penitentiary, was released yes- 


terday by Judge David in Superior 
court on a writ of habeas corpus. 

Barnes fled after the killing. He 
was arrested later on a charge of forg- 
ery, sentenced to the federal peniten-. 
tiary at Leavenworth, and upon his re-— 
lease was brought to Chicago to stand: 
trial for the murder. He entered the’ 
penitentiary on April 23. 1914. 

Sentence Commuted by Dunne. 

In. 1917 Barnes petitioned for a par- 
don. Gov. Edward F, Dunne commut- 
ed his sentence so it woald expire on 
April 28. 1922. 

The petition for a writ of habeas 
corpus was filed by Attorney Ross C. 
Hall, on the ground that Barnes was 
entitled to time off for good behavior 
on his commuted sentence. Judge | 
David ruled in his favor, over the ob-, 
jections of Assistant Attorney General | | 
Edward H. Taylor. 

“When Gov. Dunne commuted this 
man’s sentence,” Attorney Taylor told | 
the court, “he meant that he should 
be freed on April 28, 1922, not that he 
should be allowed time off for good 
behavior from that date. If such were. 
the case the penitentiaries would soon 
be emptied of their criminals who had 
not been sufficiently punished for their 
crimes.” 

Wants Higher Court Ruling. 

Judge David released Barnes, but 
when he learned there are a number 
of similar cases pending he intimated 
he would not hear them until the mat- 
ter has been thrashed out in a higher 
eou 

Barnes, who was an actor, left for 
New York immediately after his re- 
lease.
